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Five get top city ballot spots

Five candidates took advantage of early filing 
Monday to have their names placed at the top of 
the April municipal ballot in Granite City. 

Monday was the first day candidates could file 
nominating petitions to get their names on the 
April 4.ballot. Candidates have until Jan, 23 to file 
petitions. 

In Granite City, nine offices are to be elected, 
including street superintendent, two aldermen in 
the 6th Ward and one alderman in each of the 
other six wards. 

Names appear on the ballot in the order that 
nominating petitions are filed. If more than jone 
candidate for a specific office file at the same 
time, a lottery is held to determine ballot place- 
ment. 

Nine candidates in Granite City were present 
when Clerk Judy Whitaker opened the doors to 
election filers. Five of those have assured them- 
selves of top ballot placement and the other four 
will be determined by lottery. 

Candidates traditionally seek the top spot,on the 
ballot, using the logic that the placement™ could 
add votes. 

Those filing at 9 a.m. Monday ‘in Granite City 
were: street superintendent candidates Jerry Lak- 
in, of the 2200 block of Edison Avenue, and Glenn 
Romine, of the 2500 block of Edison; 1st Ward

Since Dowell has been in the 
Granite City area, he has been 
working odd jobs and beginning 
the process of getting himself 
promoted in the area.

Moderation, exercise key to weight loss 


Are your pants feeling a little extra 
snug around the belly today? If so, you’re 
not alone. 

Holiday celebrating usually means 
January dieting, but most Americans find 
pounds they shed come creeping back. 

The solution is not changing your 
lifestyle but being vigilant about your 
weight on a daily basis, experts say. 

According to the Institute of Medicine, 
Americans spend more than $33 billion a 
year to lose weight. The successful ones 
average losses of 10 percent of their body 
weight. 

Unfortunately, most people regain 
two-thirds of the loss within one year, and 
almost all of it back within five years, 
institute statistics show. 

“The key to keeping weight off is a 
full-time commitment throughout the 
year, not just in January and February,” 
said Charlie Myer, associate executive at 
the YMCA of Edwardsville. 

“People have to maintain a proper 
diet, proper nutritional levels and engage 
in moderate exercise two or three times a 
week. 

“It can be anything that elevates the 
heart level for 20 to 30 minutes. 

“What it boils down to is to find 
something they are comfortable with two 
to three times a week for the rest of their 
lives.” 

People who have been inactive for a

will gain it back once they eat solid food, 
and may even gain more weight if they 
believe they were deprived and it’s time 
for food rewards. 

“The key thing is not dieting, but 
finding a way of eating that you can live 
with but is a change from what you are 
accustomed. It doesn’t happen 
overnight,” said Beth Pirtle, vice 
president and general manager of Weight 
Watchers of Greater Missouri and 
Southern Illinois in St. Louis. 

Lana Pollock, a Belleville 
hypnotherapist who specializes in weight 
loss therapy, said: ‘‘All things must be in 
moderation with an emphasis on 
nutrition. 

“Strict dieters find themselves in a 
cycle of denial and reward. Once they 
start eating again, the extra pounds 
return.’” 

Pollock said hypnotizing clients helps 
eliminate subconscious mental 
“programs” that motivate people to eat 
when they really aren’t hungry. Once ‘‘in 
a deep physical and mental relaxation”’ 
state, she pega they make changes 
eae result in losing weight and keeping it 
0! 

The “bad programming”’ begins in 
infancy, equating food with love, she said 
For example, some people automatically 
equate overeating with holiday 
get-togethers or as a means of rewarding

Microwave cook: dessert is easy 


“Easy as pie’? is an oft- 
heard refrain, but who con- 
. Siders pie an easy confection 
to make? 

Today’s bride may not con- 
sider making pie or pastry at 
the head of: her to-do list 
when marrying, but years 
ago in Hungarian villages, a 


. girl_was not considered eligi- 


ble ‘for marriage until she 
perfected her pastry dough. 

Pie, of course, has two 
components — pastry crust 
and filling. Both deliver chal- 
lenges. Crust should be flaky 
and dry, but the ‘filling juicy 
and flavorful. Sometimes this 
dichotomy-c¢an-be difficult to 
achieve. 

Actually, a microwave oven 
can make pie attainable 
without turning it into a 
chore. 

In conventional cooking, 
the moist filling is poured 
onto unbaked pastry dough, 
often resulting in a soggy 
crust. In a microwave, the 
bottom crust is always baked 
first, so the result is a flaky 
crust with a moist filling. 

Today’s cook has several 
options crust from 
scratch, prepared refrigerat- 
ed and frozen crust 

To use prepared frozen 
crust, remove it from its foil 
dish and place it in a-micro- 
wave-safe pie plate — usual- 
ly glass, plastic or paper- 


Reading labels require smart eyes 


New food labels make. it 
easier for shoppers to com- 
pare products, because strict 
government rules’ require 
similar foods to have similar 
serving sizes. Now serving 
sizes are based on reference 
amounts, which are the aver- 
age amounts of food in a par- 
ticular category eaten at one 
time. 

The label law establishes 
reference amounts for five 
categories of foods: 

* Bulk products, like cere- 
als, dry mixes or barbecue 
sauces, 

* Discrete units, like a 
bagel, a slice of bread, an 
apple, a cookie; 

» Large items usually divid- 
ed before serving; like cakes, 
pies, pizza; 

+ Main dishes and meals; 

« Single-serving containers, 
like juice, soda. 

Let’s look at how these 
sometimes vary, even under 
the new rules.. Consider serv- 
ing sizes for cookies found on 
these three labels: mint thins 
— 4 cookies (28 grams) 
150 calories; reduced-fat 
sandwich cookies — 3 cookies 
(35 grams) 150 calories; 
pecan shortbread — 1 cookie 
(16 grams) = 80 calories. 

Because the reference 
amount for cookies is 30 


board. Let it thaw and take 
the shape of the dish. Pierce 
dough well to keep it from 
bubbling while cooking. 

Another option is to place 
waxed paper on the dough, 
then weigh it down with 
beans or marbles. This type 
of crust takes about 3 min- 
utes to cook on a high power 
setting. 

Refrigerated pastry crust 
should be unfolded and 
placed in a microwave-safe 
pie dish, then prepared the 
same way as a frozen one. 
The refrigerated pastry 
dough takes about 4 minutes 
to cook on high ower. 
Scratch dough, which also 
works well, should take about 
4 minutes. 

There is one disadvantage 
of microwave-baked crust. It 
gets dry and flaky so fast, it 

joes not brown. However, the 
cook can apply -a few ‘‘cos- 
metics’’ to top crust for dark- 
er appeal: 

* Brushing pastry before

The predicted consequences 
include a 19.8 percent increase 
in college graduation rates 
(from 15.4 percent of the 
population to 18.4 percent), a 12 
percent reduction in robbery and 
an 11.8 percent reduction in 
youthful highway fatalities.
